Sec. 12. Applications for licenses and certificates.
Applications for original licenses and certificates shall be
made to the Departnent in witing on forns prescribed by the
Departnent and shall be acconpanied by the required fee,
whi ch shall not be refundable. Any such application shal
require such information as in the judgnment of the Departnent
wll enable the Departnent to pass on the qualifications of
the applicant for a license or certificate.

An applicant for initial licensure in I1linois shal
apply for and be qualified to receive and shall maintain
certification to wuse diagnostic and therapeutic ocul ar
phar maceuti cal s.

Applicants have 3 years fromthe date of application to
conplete the application process. |If the process has not
been conpleted within 3 years, the application shall be
denied, the application fees shall be forfeited, and the
applicant nust reapply and neet the requirenents in effect at
the tinme of reapplication.

Applicants who neet all other conditions for licensure

and who will be practicing optonetry in a residency program

approved by the Board nay apply for and receive a limted one

vear license to practice optonetry as aresident in the
program A licensee who receives a limted |license under
this Secti on shal | have t he sane privil eqges and

responsibilities as a therapeutically certified |licensee.

Sec. 22. Any person licensed under this Act may
advertise the availability of professional services in the
public nmedia or on the prem ses where such professional
services are rendered provided that such advertising is
truthful and not msleading and is in conformty wth rules
pronul gated by the Departnent.

It is unlawful for any person licensed under this Act to

use testinmonials or clainse of superior quality of care to

entice the public.
